To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
year  1958. 

Repair  work  on  houses  has  speeded  up  considerably  since  the 
Rent  Act  came  into  operation  as  by  such  action  owners  have  the 
opportunity  of  increasing  the  rent. 

Increased  work,  caused  by  the  Rent  Act,  Clean  Air  Act, 
Slaughterhouses  Act  and  Regulations,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
etc.,  has  meant  that  much  routine  work  has  been  left  in  abeyance. 

Itinerant  van  dwellers  have  been  a continuous  nuisance,  but  owing 
to  their  vagrant  way  of  life  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  take 
legal  action.  Action  by  this  department  and  the  Police  has  kept 
the  position  fluid  in  the  sense  that  no  permanent  camps  have  been 
formed. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  for  their  help,  to  Dr.  Ferguson 
for  his  willing  co-operation,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support.

Work  Carried  Out  on  Default  of  Owners 

It  has  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  carry  out  repair  work 
on  seven  properties  at  a total  cost  of  £562  7s.  8d. 

Property  Repairs 

Although  some  owners  of  property  are  somewhat  difficult  to 
move,  there  is  some  acceleration  in  the  rate  of  progress  of  repair 
work,  and  I have  the  feeling  that  the  Rent  Act  1957  is  responsible 
to  a very  large  extent  for  this  improvement.  It  is  now  possible  to 
raise  a rent  to  a reasonable  level  where  the  house  is  in  good  condition 
or  after  repairs  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  majority  of  tenants 
are  accepting  this  position  with  very  few  complaints. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954,  Section  26 

There  was  one  application  for  the  revocation  of  a certificate, 
and  this  was  granted. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

This  Act  is  still  being  used  by  tenants  of  houses  where  repairs 
are  needed,  but  not  quite  to  the  same  extent  as  during  the  earlier 
period  of  its  operation.  Many  houses  have  been  repaired  by  the 
owners  either  voluntarily  or  after  the  issue  of  a Certificate  of  Dis- 
repair, and  now  that  material  and  labour  are  easier  to  obtain  the 
position  is  improving.

PROSECUTION 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269

days  consecutively,  and  a further  £2  for  using  the  land  intermittently 
for  more  than  60  days,  with  £3  3s.  Od.  costs.

Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  six  houses  on  shallow  wells,  and  three 
on  boreholes,  all  were  on  the  public  supply.  Town’s  water  has 
been  carried  to  a few  houses  by  churn  for  drinking  purposes. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis,  and  all  were 
of  good  organic  purity. 

Twenty-eight  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test,  twenty-six 
were  satisfactory,  and  two  were  doubtful;  eighteen  were  from  the 
town  supply,  nine  from  boreholes,  and  one  from  a shallow  well. 
The  people  using  the  doubtful  supplies  were  warned  to  boil  all 
water  before  use. 

Closet  Accommodation  and  Cesspools 

All  properties  but  one  within  reach  of  the  sewer  were  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eight 
privies,  19  pail  closets  and  17  water  closets  connected  to  cesspools. 
There  were  26  cesspools. 

Cleansing  of  Drains 

The  arrangements  for  clearing  drains  were  continued  to  the 
benefit  of  property  owners  and  tenants,  such  nuisances  were  cleared 
rapidly  at  a very  low  cost. 

Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme 

The  rate-borne  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  dustbins  is  working 
very  well,  and  563  dustbins  were  supplied  during  the  year. 

Flooding 

During  the  early  part  of  July  exceptionally  heavy  and  continuous 
rains  fell  on  the  district,  which  caused  a very  real  threat  of  flooding, 
and  a few  houses  in  the  Toll  Bar  area  were  affected  to  the  extent 
of  a few  inches  above  the  ground  floor  level.  This  position  was 
remedied  by  increasing  the  pumping  capacity  at  the  local  drainage 
stations.  An  anxious  watch  was  kept  on  the  River  Don  as  the 
water  rose  almost  to  danger  level  for  a time,  but,  fortunately,  the 
water  subsided  without  dire  results.

This  work  has  been  reduced  to  almost  a routine  and  potential 
rat  harbours  receive  close  attention.  There  are  certain  spots  which 
are  infested  by  rats  from  the  countryside  at  the  beginning  of  every 
whiter,  and  these  receive  special  attention  so  that  the  number  or 
rats  is  kept  very  low.

Smoke  Observations 

Twenty  observations  were  made  of  the  chimneys  of  the  South 
Yorkshire  Woodworking  Company,  and  on  only  one  occasion  was 
there  an  emission  of  black  smoke  of  short  duration.  The  trouble 
with  this  plant  is  the  emission  of  charred  wood  and  grit,  and,  whilst 
there  is  an  improvement,  I feel  that  the  only  cure  is  the  installation 
of  properly  designed  furnaces  to  obtain  complete  combustion  of  the 
chippings  and  sawdust. 

The  colliery  chimneys  have  maintained  their  good  record  of 
little  or  no  smoke  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Burning  Colliery  Tip 

There  is  still  evidence  of  fire  in  the  colliery  tip,  but  there  has 
been  a great  improvement,  as  the  volume  of  smoke  given  off  is  greatly 
reduced.  The  new  method  of  compacting  and  consolidating  the  waste 
material  seems  to  be  effective,  and  any  new  fire  is  dug  out 
immediately. 
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Moveable  Dwellings 

There  were  ten  licensed  sites  containing  38  vans,  and  all  complied 
with  the  Council’s  requirements. 

The  gravest  problem  is  the  wandering  caravan  dweller  who  has 
no  sense  of  cleanliness  and  tidiness,  or  respect  for  other  people’s 
property.  But  for  the  energetic  action  of  the  Police  and  the 
Health  Department  in  keeping  these  people  on  the  move,  plots  of 
land  and  country  lanes  would  become  rubbish  dumps  and  eyesores. 

The  establishment  of  permament  camps  by  such  people  is  very 
undesirable  because  their  way  of  life  constitutes  a danger  to  the 
health  of  the  general  public.

HOUSING  ACTS— OVERCROWDING 

No  complaint  of  overcrowding  was  received.  The  list  of 
applications  for  houses  apart  from  houses  for  old  persons  numbers 
about  220,  but  only  people  living  in  rooms  and  lodgings,  and  certain 
medical  cases  were  being  considered. 


HOUSING  ACTS  1936-1957 
Housing  Act  1957,  Sections  16  and  17 

One  house  reported  for  action  late  in  1957,  was  vacated  in 
April,  1958,  and  is  awaiting  demolition.  Two  houses  reported  in 
July  1958,  were  vacated  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  will  be 
cleared  to  provide  a site  for  a small  housing  scheme.  . 

Clearance  Areas 

Of  the  seven  small  areas  represented  for  clearance,  five  were 
confirmed,  one  was  confirmed  with  modifications,  and  one  was  not 
confirmed.  All  the  occupants  have  been  re-housed,  mainly  by  the 
local  authority,  and  the  properties  are  in  various  stages  of  demolition. 
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
